Not get­ 
ting along with your counter­ 
parts as well as your partner, 
the feeling of not accomplishing 
a thing with your work, wanting 
to stay in the office rather than 
going to the field, not getting let­ 
ters that you thought should 
have arrived weeks ago, and 
just plain homesickness. 
By now you’re probably won­ 
dering what the name of this 
horrible disease is. Well to most 
PCV’s it is known as “ culture- 
shock.” It may appear at any 
time and any number of times. 
I’m glad that it didn’t come 
sooner and I'm hoping it doesn’t 
reappear. T h i s has been 
an 
awful month because of its at­ 
tack. How do you cure or at 
least build up a resistance to 
it? Get away from it all for a 
while, re-establish your goals 
and objectives, and look for the 
things that have been reward­ 
ing or successful. I would like 
to relate two things I found 
while trying to cure my blues.

were in a community 
where a new 4-S club is going 
to be founded, trying to create 
some interest and propaganda 
among parents. Since they had 
no Idea as to what a 4-S club 
was like or how it functions, we 
decided to mark a meeting with 
all interested p a r e n t s and 
members and at this meeting 
bring officers of one of our es­ 
tablished clubs to perform a

Cattle Prices 


Are Expected 


To Be Good

Fed cattle prices should hold 
up through the winter, with 
profit opportunities better than 
a year ago. 
The 
margin 
between 
total 
costs of gain and selling price 
of fed cattle will be close, say 
Ohio State University Exten­ 
sion Economists. Lighter slaugh­ 
ter weights, a decline in slaugh­ 
ter during late 1964. and re­ 
duced hog slaughter will tend 
to keep prices up. But price 
gains are likely to be limited 
by large supplies of cow beef 
and poultry meat. 
The economists say prices 
in the spring and summer of 
1965 will depend on the number 
and weight of cattle put on 
feed during the past few months. 
They suggest farmers use care 
in buying feeder cattle, and that 
they plan feeding programs to 
meet the market demand for 
carcasses w e i g h i n g 550-650 
pounds. 
This means placing cattle on 
feed at younger ages and sell­ 
ing them at weights of 900 to 
1,100 pounds. 
It probably will pay cow-ealf 
operators to cull heavily and re­ 
place old cows with heifers, the 
economists say.

Flying Grandfather Claims 


Record for Nonstop Flight 


ST. 
PETERSBURG, 
Fla. 
(A P)—Max Conrad the famed 
flying grandpa, landed here to­ 
day, stretched his legs wearily 
and claimed a nonstop, long-dis­ 
tance record for light planes. 
The 61-year-old pilot, who left 
Cape Town, South Africa, 
at 
m i d n i g h t (EST) Thursday, 
brought his Piper Twin Coman­ 
che down at 8:49 a m . 
after 
m ore than 56 hours in the air. 
He claimed a record surpass­ 
ing the one of 7,668 miles he set 
in 1959 on the flight from Casa­ 
blanca Morocco to Los Angeles 
— and said he was ‘‘very, very 
lucky to make it.” 
He passed St. Petersburg this 
morning en route for New Or­ 
leans, La., got about 200 miles 
out over the Gulf of Mexico and 
then decided to turn back be­ 
cause he was low on fuel. 
‘‘I was down to about 40 gal­ 
lons, which might have gotten 
me there,” he said. “ But I could 
just see myself pulling a boner, 
and I got cautious and turned 
back. 
“ It wasn’t worth risking one 
blunder spoiling a good trip. I 
knew I had broken the record 
anyhow', so there didn’t seem 
much point in going on.” 
Conrad said that to break his 
old record he had to exceed the 


mileage by one per cent, or 
about 80 miles. “ I figure I broke 
it by about 180,” he said. 
“ I almost gave up last night,” 
the tall, thin Conrad said. “ I 
didn’t think I was going to make 
it and almost landed at San 
Juan, Puerto Rico.

All enlisted men within the 
Special Forces still are volun­ 
teers, however. 
The Army said officially that 
the assignm ent of non-volunteer 
officers was “ a m atter of poli­ 
cy. This policy has been in ef­ 
fect for a num ber of years and 
is followed to provide Special 
Forces training and experience 
for a larger group of officers 
within the Arm y.” 
This policy has never been 
publicized.

As late as 1960 the men in 
Special Forces were ail volun 
teers.
